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A MAGNIFICENT WORK 

The nation's schools, aided by police departments and 
other organizations, have done a magnificent work .in 
educating children in accident prevention. 

In 1922, according to Albert W. Whitney, of the Na- 
tional Bureau of Casualty and Surety Underwriters. 
57,912 adulu were killed ; in accidents in the United 
States. In 1928, 76A76 were killeil-^an increase of 32 
per cent. 

In contrast to Uiis, 18^^98 children died through acci- 
dent in 1922 with a slight increase in the two years fol- 
lowing. Since then, the nitc lias gone steadily downward, 
with the result that if child deaths had increased at the 
same rate as adults, 6,000 more children would be killctl 
each year than is now tlie case. 

In other words, safety work is now saving the lives of 
6,000 children. annually. 

The query naturally arises as to why adults — who are 
as susceptible to instruction ax children — would show 
steady increases In the accident rate. Hazards. naturally 
increase as the world grows more complicated — but they 
increase just as much for children. The reason for the 
discrepancy is that adults lack the educational cnviron- 
rnc'nt of children. 

■Just how the problem will be solved is difiicult to wy, 
but, as Mr, Whitney points out, it is good to recognize 
its imminence and seriousness. And the pessimism caused 



by our general accident records is partially alleviated \>y 
a survey of the magnificent educational work done among 
school childrcn^a work that cannot be measured 'in 
terms of. dollars.

Hot School Lunches and Bal- 
anced Rations Given to 
Drought Victims — Seed Pro- 
grams Instituted on Wide 
bcale 



Mora than l.OOU.OOD persona Id 862 
drought-stricken cotiotlea of SO State.i 
came under the euro oC the American 
Bed Cross In what developed Into the 
most extensive rellof operations In half 
a century of mlnKstortng to stricken 
humanity. 

Measures to leason the aevorlty of 
the blow Inflletod by drought n'cre 
taken as early as last September, when 
seed was distributed to more than 5S,- 
000 families for the planilng of rye and 
other pastures,'und to more than 27,* 
000 ramlllcs for the planting of kitchen 
gardens. The expandltui-e for this pur* 
pose amountetl to $:J2C.800. Green vege- 
tables wore made available up to the 
first of January. 

Early In Fobruory "another Had Croas 
garden program got under way and 
607,000 packages of seed wore distrib- 
uted In 15 atnte.i. Quarter-acre plots 
wore plautcd to beans, beets, cabbage. 
carrots, collard, sweet com, kale, let- 
tuce, mustard, okra, onions, peas. 
spinach, squash, tomatoes and turnips. 
Once again were fai-m families given 
the opportunity to participate la their 
own salvation. 

A comparatively mild winter contrib- 
uted to the success of the Spring and 
Fall aee<l campaignn. Many liubitiial 
slcgle-croppers were Introduced to the 
advantages of Icllchon gardens, bal- 
anced cropping and balanced diet. 
Numerous lancl-ownurs have expressed 
the opinion that llils constitutes the 
one apparent hlesiiing to come out of 
the drought catastrophe. The CTnlte^l 
States Department of Agriculture and 
the local county agricultural agents 
and home demonstration agentrt co- 
operated in making this part of the re* 
Met operations oulslandlngly succo.h.h- 
ful. 

Balanced Meals Served 
Red Cross feuding was aliuixl at ade- 
quacy and sclent iric correctness, as 
well as simple economy. In targe num- 
bers of schools, where children were 
found to be attending wltli little nr 
nothing In their iunch boxes, hot nicals 
■were aerve<i at nonn. A typical menu 
consisted of vegclalile soup and bread 
one day; thick hoof soup or stow with 
vegetables another d.iy; cocoa nr ntllk 
and cheese, peanut butter, or Jam 
inndwlchcs, a third day. 

In some places whoro lunches were 
not serveil In the schoolH, but were pro 
viiled for in the rognlar food orders, 
earh faniMv hnvlnn Rrlinnl children n- 
ceived extra staples tor school lunches 
Including peanut iiultor. raisins, prunes 
and tomatoes, [tod Cross nutritionists 
instructed mothers In the preparation 
of lunches. 

County health oHlcera and private 
phystrlans commended the adequacy 
of rations procured on orders Issued 
by Red Cross chapters, which were 
filled at local storea. nosldes the usunt 
Btuplcs, such.aB'cn'rh men), Hour, lard, 
meat, , beans and potatoes, such Items 
as canned salmon, cabbage, tomatoes, 
vegetables -and milk were provided, 
each order being adaptod.totho special 
needs of the family for whom it was 
Issued. Where pollagra threatened, 
eggs, yeast and otiior preventives were 
given. 

Thousands of Volunteer Workers 
Many thousands of volunteers, 
through their local Red Cross chapters, 
gavo freely of their time, oxporlonco 
and elfurta, us In other fled Cross dis- 
aster operations. They searched out 
needy cases In their communities, 
many porBoos being restrained from 
asking assistance because of pride. 
Chapter committees investigated cir* 
cumstances, distributed food and cloth* 
Ing. 

Moro than &l)0 carloads of toodstutts 
were contributed. Thoao wore given 
free haulago by rallroada. Farmers of 
more fortunate sections embraced the
